It is not their
fault; the burden of the great strug-
gle is still upon them. But for all
that nowhere is there greater ignor-
ance nor greater eagerness to know.”

Championing “standpat” methods
of legislation particularly in regard
to the tariff law, Mr. Shaw said: “The
people can’t make the tariff. It
would be as wise to expect the stock-
holders to run a rallroad.” Earller
in his speech he took occasion to
make this statement regarding the
ingsurgents in the republican party:
“1 have no more respect for those
people who style themselves repub-
licans and are not, than for those
democrats who live in Florida and
pretend to be democrats and are
not."”
